necessary enquiries, shall direct the Commander to take the vessel to the 
quarantine anchorage duly appointed and notified in that behalf by the 
Resident, there to remain fora period of seven days from the date of 
arrival, or for the shorter period presoribed ia Rule LV, and undergo dis- 
infaction, which should apply as well to crew, passengers, effecta, ond 
suapectible goods.

The attention of Mariners is called to the new editions of Admiralty Charts Nos. 818 
and 2031, giving the results of the re-survey of the south-eastern coasts of Ceylon from the 
Little Basses to I'rmoomal: by the Officers of H. M. 8. Eyerta, under the command of 
Captain P. Aldrich, 1867. 

The offehore soundings now given are of such @ nature as to render navigation perfectly 
safe in the thickest weatner, if the lead 1s attended to, and the ship is not allowed to come 
tanto less than 20 fathoms of water. 


The disasters which have taken place from time to time on thia coast, supposed ta have 
been on dangers situated some miles from the shore, were probably due to difficulties in 
fixing the true position ; difficultics caused by the absence of soundings, and also by the fact 
that some of the monntiin peaks in the interior, used as lindmarks, were not in their true 
positions on the former charts, an maccuracy now remedied from the trigonometrical survey 
of Ceylon, cared out by the Surveyor-General of that Colony. 

Charts Nos. 828 and 70 will be shortly corrected for this new information.

superior, the practice 18 not open to objection. ‘Lhvie 1s reason however to belwve that, 1. 
the absence of any specific direcuuns, offivors are apt to consider it unneeessiry to obtam 
the consent of their imn.ediate superior before accepting employment elsewhere, nd as at 
acems advisable that this practice should be discontinued, the Governor-Gineral in Council 
hee prescribed the following rules — 
1,—No Head of au Office should employ, either temporarily or permanently, an 
officer belonging to avother estabhshment, without the previous consent of 
the officer on whose establishment he 1s at the time borne. In cases in 
which, for reasons which may appear satisfactory to the new employer, such 
consent cannot be obtained be ore the ofheer Jams Ins new appoiutment, his 
employment may be made conditional ow’ consent bang obtained im due 
course.

triet i: which they are situated, and particulars under the following heads siull be entered in

(«). Name of the ferry and names of the villages and thana in which, and the 
river across which, it is situated. . 

(2). The number and description of the boats to be maintained, and the strenguh of 
the crew to be empliyed on cach, 

(0. The maximum number of passengers, animale, vehicles, and bak or weight 
of goods to be carried by each boat. 

(d). The periods or season during which the fervy ix to be plied every year. 

Rule 2,—Betore a private ferry is registered, the Magistrate shall satisfy himself that the 
statements coutained in the application are correct. 

Kuie $,—IM{ the proprictor of any private ferry chall not apply, ax required by Role I, 
for its registration within three months from the publieation of these rules, the Magistrate of 
the district may serve upon him a written notice requiring him to furnish the particulars 
etated in Rule 1 within a stated period of not less thun one month; and any proprietor on 
whom sucha notice has been served in respect of any ferry shull not maintain the same, 
or allow it to be maintained, after the expiry of the period fixed in such notice, unless the 
particulars required by Rule 1 shall have been furnished to the Magistrate as ordered. 

Rule 4,—The proprietor of every private ferry shall be bound to adhere to the terms 
of his application, or of any statement furnished by him under Rule 3, and shall not reduce 
the number of beats or crews to be maintained by him, or allow any of his boats to carry an 
excess number of passengers, animals, vebicles or weight or bulk of gooas.

Rule 11.—The person in charge cf a private ferry, and all persons employed in working 
a private ferry-hoat, shull be reepousible that such bout sball not be overladen; and every 
person having buon directed not to enter a fully laden boat, or not to load auimala and gnode 
In it, sball Le buund to obey such direction.

Rule 7.—A copy of the advertisemont, and of the Rules acd tho form of agro-ment 
required to be executed under section 9 of the Act, shall be posted up in a conspicuous place in 
the Magiavrate’s office, and shall be duly notified on the day of the auction.

Rule 17—Tho Magistrate moy, if necessary, fix the times for the crossing of the mail 
and dak-ranners, and may, a8 occasion arises, vary such timos.

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Rule 18.—The lessee shall provide and keep in proper order, to the satisfaction of the 
Magistrate, the landing-stages on both sides of the ferry, and shall move them when 
necessary according to the rise and fall of the water, He sball also provide proper rest-houses 
or travellers’ sheds on the banks of the ferry as required by the Magistrate, and shall make 
all proper arrangements and provide all suitable accommodation on the ferry boats for 
passengers and goods traffic, 

‘Bul 19.—The lessee shall mark on each boat the number of passengers, animale and 
vehicles, and the bulk and weight of other things it is authorised to carry at a single trip. 

Rule 20.—When any ferry which has been leased for a given period is discontinued 
under the orders of the Magistrate before the expiry of that period, the lessee shall be 
allowed a deduction in the rent payable for the unexpired portion of the term of the lease, 
If it be shown to the eatisfaction of the Magistrate that the lessee has suffered any loss, 
consequent on the discontinuance of the ferry, the Magistrate may allow him such compen 
tation as he thinks ix deserved. 

Rule 21.—In the event of the ferry being discontinued before the expiry of the lease, 
either by o:der of the Magistrate or otherwise, all persons who have compounded for the 
tolls for its use shall be entitled to receive a refund calculated as in Rule 4, and unless the 
claims of all such persons have been satisfied by the Jeesce, the Magistrate sbull bave 
authority to satisfy the claims out of the deposit made by the lessee nnder Rule 8. 

Rule 22,—'The lessce shall, when required by the Magistrate to do so, but not otherwise, 
farnish all information in his power regarding suspicious persons or classes of persons 
who may have been, or may come to be, ferried over. 

Bule 23.—The lessee shall be bound to furnish such returns of trafic as may from 
time to time be called for by the Magistrate, and for this purpose he shall keep up a register 
of traffic in the form to be prescribed by the Magistrate 

Rule 24.—If the lessee desires to establish communication across the ferry by means 
of a bridge of any kind, be shail first obtain the sanction in writing of the Magistrate, 
and shall, on obtaining such sanction, carry out sy orders which the Magistrate may make 
regarding the opening of such bridge for the through passage of vessels and rafts. Such 
bridge ehall on no account obstruct the free passage of the stream. 

"Rule 25.—The Magistrate may at any time require the lessec to repair or replace any 
boat which he considers to be in a dangerous state of disrepair, and the lessee shall there- 
upon be bound to repair or replace it as airected. 

‘Rule 26.—Police officers will report ut once any instance of mismanagement of a public 
ferry, the insecurity of the boats, landing-stages, slopes or approaches, and any other defect 
in the working of the ferry which may come to their notice. 

Rule 27.—The ferry-boats belonging to any public ferry shall not be plied when the 
current, wind or state of the weather is such as to reuder the crossing unsafe aud euaanger 
the lives of the passengers, 

Rule 28.—A register in the following form, showing the demand and collection on 
account of rents payable for tolls of public ferrivs, shall Le kept up by the Magistrate.

But if at any time before the expiry of the period for which the ferry has been leased to me,

RULES UNDER SECTION 22, ACT | (BC.) OF 1885, FOR THE DISTRICT 
OF NOAKILALLY. 


Rule \.—All private ferries shall be registered in the office of the Mogistrate of the 
diateiet in which they are situated, and particalars under the following heads shall be entered 
im the application for registration :— 

(2). Name of the ferry and names of the villages and thannak in which, aud the river 
across which, it 19 situated, 

(2). The number and description of the boats to be maintained, and the strength of the 
crew to be employed on cach. 

(c.) The maximum number of passengers, animals, vehules, and bulk or weight of 
gouds to be carried by each boat, 

(4). ‘The periods or season during which the ferry 18 to be plied every year, 

Rule 2,— Before a private ferry is registered, the Magistrate sball satisfy bimself that the 
statements contamed im tie application are correct. 

Rale 3.—If the propriotor of any private ferry shall not apply, ae required hy Rule J, fo- 
ite registration within three months from the pubhoation of these rules, the Magistrate of the 
district may sorve upon him a written notice requiring him to furnish the particulars stated in 
Rule 1, within a stated period of not less than one month ; and any proprietor on whom such a 
notice has been sorved 1 respect of any ferry shall not maintam the same, or allow it to be 
maintamsd, after the expiry of the period fixed m such notice, unless the particulars: ri quired 
by Rule 1 shall have been furmsbed to the Magistrate as ordered. 

Rule 4,—Tuc proprietor of every private ferry sball bo bound to adhere to the terms of 
hus epplivation, or of any statement furnished by him under Lule 3, and shall not reduce tne 
number of boats or crews to be maintained by lim, or allow any of bis boats to carry an excess 
number of passengors, animals, vehicles, or weight or bulk of goods. 

Rule 5.—Vhe proprictor chall mark on cach buat the number of passengers, anmals and 
vehicles, and the bulk and weight of other things tt 1s authowsed to carry at a single trip. 

Rate 6.—The ferry shill ordiminly ply between sunrise and sunset, but the proprictor 
may ply the boats after sunset, provided that if required by the District Magistrate each 
boat carries o light, which must be exhibited m a conspicuous part of the boat. 

Rule 7.—The furry shall not ply when the current, wind, or state of the weather 1s such aa 
to render the erassing unsafe, or to endunger the lives of the passcugers, 

Rule 8.—The Magistrate may direct that any boat used im private ferry may be 
examined by such officer as he may depute, and may prolubit the use of such boat if he as 
satisfied that it 18 of euch a Lind, or in such a condition, that iia mse 1s dangerous to lite m

pe pals 0 —Tue owner of every private ferry shall report without delay, at the police-staty n
